Nazis Abuse Of Children 
Bared At Eichmann Fria! 


JERUSALEM (AP)-A French 
scientist who survived the Au­ 
schwitz death mill told the court 
trying Adolf Eichmann today how 
the Nazis degraded tiny Jewish 
children in France before ship­ 
ping them to the gas chambers. 
Prof. Georges Wellers, director 
of the French National Medical 
Research Laboratory and a pro­ 
fessor at the Sorbonne. mesmer­ 
ized the court and audience with 
his account. 
Wellers did not mention Rich- 
mann’s name, 
but the 
Israeli 
prosecution preceded the t e s t i- 
monv with documents showing 
Eichmann's Berlin office organ­ 
ized the French camps as part 
of “ the final solution of the Jew­ 
ish problem.” 
As a 
medical man, 
Wellers 
could move about the Drancy 
camp in France. He said he saw 


4.000 children—many as young as 


2, 3, and 4 years old and their 
parents already at Auschwitz 
abused and then deported to join 
their families only in death. 
Wellers himself was shipped to 
Auschwitz on June 30, 1944. Six 
months later he was evacuated to 
Buchenwald because of the ad 
Vance of the Soviet armies, and 
American troops liberated him 
there. 
The witness said none of the 
adults at that time knew exactly 
what was happening to those de 
ported—to Auschwitz — but from 
the treatment of the children they 
all were certain the Jews of all 
ages were doomed. 
Wellers said the deportations 
from France reached a peak in 
the summer of 1942, when the 
children were brought to Drancy 
and then shipped out.

This week in Washington some of the 
cool heads of the newspaper industry will 
talk with President Kennedy about his re­ 
cent suggestions for voluntary press censor­ 
ship in the cold war. 
The purpose is to make the President 
spell out what he has in mind so the 
newspaper indu.stry 
can 
know where 
tt 
stands and relay this information to its 
readers. 
There is more to this meeting than meets 
the casual eye and car, because Mr. Ken­ 
nedy so far has confined his suggestions 
about voluntary ren.sorship to newspapers 
and has not mentioned magazines, radio 
and television 
Obviou.sly. every agency of communication 
would have to subscribe to a code of cen­ 
sorship. whether the agency happened to be 
a newspaper, or a television .station. ,^nd 
becau.se every agency of communication 
either is or claims to be protected bv the 
First .Amendment to the Constitution, which 
forbids legislation concerning the pro.<-s. the 
most voluntary kind of censorship imagina­ 
ble would entail a surrender of the doc­ 
trine that competition is the public’s guaran­ 
tee of information. 
M'hat always happens in the.se situations 
is that all agencies of communication are 
conceded to be free but some agencies end 
up by being freer than others — like the 
crack about all men being eq ual but .some 
being more eq ual. 
This is what the newspaper industry must 
be alert to. because it is the broadest tar­ 
get for political abuse 


Any hint from the WTute Hou.se of dis- 
.satisfaction with a code of new's reporting 
that makes fair game of all secrets, even 
government secrets, rings an alarm. TTie di­ 
rect provocation for President Kennedy’s re- 
mark.s, first made at the .American News­ 
paper Piibli.shers .Association in New York 
May 27. was coverage given by elements 
of the press to preparations for invasion of 
Cuba 
This coverage tipped off readers to every ­ 
thing that was in the works, except the 
date of the invasion. It enabled Castro and 
his Rus.sian spon.sors to create an interna­ 
tional opinion against the invaders. Wiether 
if may have added to the failure of the 
in\asion. itself, is uncertain. 
But there couldn’t be a better example 
of the futility of any kind of censorship. 
Relatively few .Americans were made aware 
that their government through the Centra! 
Intelligence Agency was backing a Cuban 
invasion. Most of them were shocked when 
they heard a^'out it for the fir.st time after 
the invasion failed. 
Rut evervone in Castro’s government knew 
about it. The Kremlin knew about it. Pern- 
ing knew about it. Cubans knew about it. 
This is the ironv of voluntary censorship 
as fried in the United States, notably dur­ 
ing World War IT. Newspapers agree to 
keep .sensitive information from the know­ 
ledge of their readers, but while they are 
domg this evervbody and his brother and 
their sisters, cousins and aunts know alxiut 
it anyway. And the enemy knows more 
about it than anyone el.se.

Could Batista Have Been Rislit? 


Contrarv' to a popular notion, the crises 
that bewilder Americans and make fheir 
govemmcnfs look inept do not spring into 
existence overnight. 
They come to attention overnight, 
have 
their brief hours in the spotlight of public 
attention, then pa.ss from view but not 
out of existence. 
It is interesting to recall that Fulgencio 
Batista warned the United States in the 
Fall of 1957 that Communists were foment­ 
ing unrest in Cuba 
Because Batista had 
become ruthless in the exercise of 
his 
power, he had worn out patience with his 
regime. He seemed to be calling names to 
hide his own faults. 
But in the heat of the 1960 presidential 
campaign, after Candidate Kennedy had all 
but accused Candidate Nixon of being an 
apnea.ser of Batista, .Arthur Gardner, U.S. 
ambassador to Cuba from 1953 to 1957, 
made an unusual if little noted, statement. 
He said Vice President Nixon had been 
the “only man who has ever been helpful 
to me , . that the vice president “ showed 
a real understanding of the situation in 
Cuba and was a major factor in getting 
things done that needed to be done” 
One thing was not done. Gardner ex­ 
plained. The State Department was 
not 
persuaded to keep Batista in control until 


after the 19.58 elections, in which he was 
ineligible to .succeed himself. He had prom- 
i.sed, moreover, that he would not tr>' to 
succeed himself 
Gardner explained this would have made 
possible an orderly transition of power from 
Batista to an elected succe.s.sor and kept 
Fidel Castro, a Communist, from present­ 
ing himself to the Cubans as their libera­ 
tor, which he did at the end of 1958 when 
Batista fled the countrv. 
By the fall of 1960 there was no doubt 
than Castro was what Candidate Nixon had 
thought he was from the start—a Commu­ 
nist. But a twKst in positions cau.sed Mr.

Richard M Nixon's return to the speak­ 
ing platform last week put him in an awk­ 
ward role, as he himself pointed out

WASHINGTON (AP) - One of 
the major dilemmas of the Ken­ 
nedy administration is not lack of 
military po- or. which it has to 
enormous degree, but how to u.se 
what it has to stiff-arm the ad­ 
vance of communism. 
It can’t in any situation u.se 
that ptiwer without risking war. 
In some places it doesn’t want 


(0 take the nsk—as in Laos, m 
others it appears willing to—as 
in West Berlin. 
Where it is unwilling to fake 
the risk it needs programs to wnn 
the allegiance of people who will 
otherwise buy communism if it 
seems to fit their needs. 
Just because .Americans despise 
communism, it doesn’t follow that 
backward peoples also despite it 
if it offers more than they have 
now or can look forward to. In 
short, in some places ideas are 
better than tanks. 
The administration says it is 
determined to defend West Ber­ 
lin if the Russian.s trv to shut it 
off. But It has to. The city is 
both the gateway to Western Eu­ 
rope and a symbol of Mieslem 
unity. 
Thus Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk at Oslo Monday was able 
to join with other foreign minis­ 
ters of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization in a firm resolve to 
stand up for Berlin against ex­ 
pected Russian pressure. 
This could mean war. But un­ 
less Berlin is defended, the West­ 
ern alliance probably will fall 
apart. If so, the individual Euro­ 
pean nations will have to make 
their separate peace with Russia 
and this country will be left 
alone and isolated.

both American and British offi­ 
cials on the spot, the Pathet Lao 
is capable of winning any nation­ 
wide election hands dow-n,” Unna 
wrote. 
Unna didn't say why the Lao­ 
tians prefer the Pathet Lao to 
the American-backed nght-wing 
government. But a gue.ss can 
made, the Pathet Lao has a pro­ 
gram that makes more sense to 
the Laotians. 
The stor>' of Laos is likely to 
be repeated again and again in 
Southeast Asia and elsewhere un­ 
less this country can push the 
government it backs into doing 
more for the people than the Com­ 
munists promise.

attorney genera! is fantastic and 
completely unreali.stic. and, I be­ 
lieve, unconstitutional.” 
The real issue is not whether 
racial discrimination shall or shall 
not be practiced in the public 
schools. It is whether the state 
may make tuition grants to all 
parents, 
irrespective 
of 
race, 
creed nr color, .so that they may 
send t h e i r children to private 
schools if they wish. 


.AT PRESENT, 
these 
private 
schools, under Virginia laws, may 
be integrated or non-intcgrated a.s 
the private schools themselves 
may determine. 
TJie state funds now being made 
available to parents give the in­ 
dividuals freedom of choice ju.st 
as the Congress of the United 
States did when it appropriated 
money for GIs to get an educa­ 
tion, and many thousands of them 
have used their tuition money in 
private or parochial as well as 
public educational institutions. 
But the 
U.S. 
Department of 


Justice now is claiming that a 
federal court decree on school 
integration is being violated un­ 
less the State of Virginia closes 
all its public schools in every 
county or somehow 
coerce.s 
a 
single county to reopen its public 
schools. 
To accomplish this end. the pe- 
tition to the federal court req uests 
that the parents in the county m 
q uestion be denied tuition grants 
by the state government. 
This action is not based on any 
court decision or other prece­ 
dent. Merely to claim that pres­ 
ent decrees on desegregation is­ 
sued by the federal courts are 
being violated is not to establish 
a ease under the Constitution. 
Indeed, the federal judiciary 
may in due time throw this ca.se 
out but it i.s being said that in­ 
justice i.s being done to the par­ 
ents of the Negro children, and 
hence 
“the 
end 
justifies 
the 
mean.s.” 
State after state admitted to 
the Union in the last century ha.s 
been given a written guarantee 
by Congress that education would 
remain in the “exclusive control” 
of the state.s. 
Why. then, is Virginia 
being 
coerced? 
The an.swer is politics. It is 
ron.sidered good politics to won 
votes in those populous states of 
the North which gave the de­ 
cisive majority to President Ken­ 
nedy in IMO and could conceivab­ 
ly do so again in 1964. 


THE 
ARGUMENT 
is 
bein| 
made that the Department of Ju.s« 
tice must seek court decrees and 
let the courts decide what is con­ 
stitutional. But it is to be noted 
that, when the parochial school 
is.sue came up a few weeks ago. 
Pre.sident Kennedy said it would 
be unconstitutional to permit Con­ 
gress to vote funds for parochial 
schools. 
He wouldn’t even favor pas.sage 
of the bill and let the courts de­ 
cide that one.

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Alert To Censorshij 


This week in Washington some of the 
cool heads of the newspaper industry will 
talk with President Kennedy about his re* 
rent suggestions for voluntary press censor­ 
ship in the cold war. 
The purpose is to make the President 
spell 
out 
what 
he 
has in mind 
so the 
newspaper industry 
can 
know 
whore 
it 
stands and 
relay {his information to lls 
readers. 
There is more to this meeting than meets 
the casual eye and ear. because Mr. Ken­ 
nedy so far has confined his suggestions 
about voluntary censorship to newspapers 
and has not mentioned magazines, 
radio 
and television 
Obviously, every’ agency of communication 
would have to subscribe to a code of cen­ 
sorship, whether the agency happened to be 
a newspaper, or a television station. And 
because 
every 
agency 
of 
communication 
either is or claims to be protected bv the 
First Amendment to the Constitution, which 
forbids legislation concerning the press, the 
most voluntary kind of censorship imagina­ 
ble would entail a surrender of the doc­ 
trine that competition is the public’s guaran­ 
tee of information. 
What always happens in these situations 
is that ail agencies of communication are 
conceded to be free but some agencies end 
up by being freer than others — like the 
crack about all men being equal but some 
being more equal. 
This is what the newspaper industry must 
be alert to. because it is the broadest tar­ 
get for political abuse. 


Any hint from the White Mouse of dis­ 
satisfaction with a code of news reporting 
that makes fair game of all secrets, even 
government secrets, rings an alarm. The di­ 
rect provocation for President Kennedy’s re- 
marks, first made at the American News­ 
paper Publishers Association in New York 
May 27, was coverage given bv elements 
of the press to preparations for invasion of 
Cuba 
This coverage tipped off readers to every­ 
thing that was in the works, except the 
date of the invasion 
It enabled Castro and 
his Russian sponsors to create an interna­ 
tional opinion against the invaders. Whether 
it may have added to the failure of the 
invasion, itself, is uncertain 
But there couldn't be a better example 
of the futility of any kind of censorship. 
Relatively few Americans were made aware 
that their government through the Central 
Intelligence Agency was backing a Cuban 
invasion. Most of them were shocked when 
they heard a'xiut it for the first time after 
th? invasion failed 
But everyone in Castro's government knew 
about it. The Kremlin knew about it. Peip­ 
ing knew about it. Cubans knew about it. 
This is the ironv of voluntary censorship 
as tried in the United States, notably dur­ 
ing World War IT. 
Newspapers agree to 
keep sensitive information from the know­ 
ledge of their readers, but while they are 
dorng this everybody and his brother and 
their sisters, cousins and aunts know about 
it 
anyway. And the enemy knows more 
about it than am one else.

Could Batista Have Been Ri<dit? 


Contrary to a popular notion, the crises 
that bewilder Americans and make their 
governments look inept do not spring into 
existence overnight. 
Thev come to attention overnight, 
have 
their brief hours in the spotlight of public 
attention, 
then 
pass 
from 
view but 
not 
out of existence 
Tt is interesting to recall that Fulgcncio 
Ratista warned the United States in the 
Fall of 1957 that Communists were foment­ 
ing unrest in Cuba 
Because Ratista had 
become ruthless 
in 
the exercise of 
his 
power, he had worn out patience with his 
regime. He seemed to be calling names to 
hide his owTi faults. 
But in the heat of the I960 presidential 
campaign 
after Candidate Kennedy had all 
but accused Candidate Nixon of being an 
appeaser of Ratista, Arthur Gardner. U S. 
ambassador 
to Cuha 
from 
1953 
to 1957, 
made an unusual, if little noted statement. 
He said Vice President Nixon had been 
the “only man who has ever been helpful 
to me . . that the vice president “showed 
a 
real understanding of the situation 
in 
Cuba and was a major factor in getting 
things done that needed to be done '* 
One thing 
was 
not done, Gardner 
ex­ 
plained 
The State 
Department 
was 
not 
persuaded to keep Batista in control until 


after the 1938 elections, in which he was 
ineligible to succeed himself. He had prom­ 
ised. moreover, that he would not try to 
succeed himself 
Gardner explained this would have made 
possible an orderly transition of power from 
Ratista to an elected successor and kept 
Fidel Castro, a Communist, from present­ 
ing himself to the Cubans as their libera­ 
tor. which he did at the end of 195ft when 
Batista fled the country 
Rv the fall of 1960 there was no doubt 
than Castro was what Candidate Nixon had 
thought he was from the start—a Commu­ 
nist. But a twist in positions caused Mr. 
Kennedy to be blaming Mr. Nixon during 
the campaign for

enough about this. while Mr. Nixon and 
his friends were warning Mr. Kennedy and 
hts friends that if the United 
States went 
into Cuba on anv basis other than as a 
member of the Organizatuns of American

Perhaps the next time the United S ta te s

Justice for at- 
t e rn p t i ng to 
coerce the Leg­ 
islature of the 
S t a t e of Vir­ 
ginia by trying 
to tell its mem­ 
bers how they 
must vote and David Lawrence 
what money they must appropri­ 
ate if they are not to incur the 
wrath of the federal government. 
No such power can be fcund writ­ 
ten in the federal Constitution by 
implication 
or 
otherwise. 
Sen. 
Byrd says: 
“ It is even more offensive for 
a non-elected federal officer, with­ 
out the benefit of law, through a 
federal court, to tell a state un­ 
der w h a t conditions it cannot 
spend its own money for the pub­ 
lic education of its own children. 
"Such a decree would be un­ 
precedented in American history. 
It would do violence to millions 
of school children 
It would do 
violence to the rights of 50 states 
and the localities within them 
And it would do violence to the 
foundations on which our system 
of government is built. 
“ I am amazed that the attorney 
general of the United States seeks 
to close every public school in 
Virginia 
to 
847.000 
white 
and 
Negro students unless the little 
Prince Edward County surrend­ 
ers its position on a principle it 
believes to be right. 
“The federal proposal to with­ 
hold state funds legally appropri­ 
ated by the General Assembly 
of Virginia 
for 
public 
school 
operation necessarily would close 
public schools 
all 
through 
the 
state. 
“The attempt to punish an en­ 
tire state because the action of 
one county displeases the U S . 
attorney general is fantastic and 
completely unrealistic, and. I be­ 
lieve, unconstitutional.” 
The real issue is not whether 
racial discrimination shall or shall 
not be practiced in the public 
schools. It is whether the state 
may make tuition grants to all 
parents, 
irrespective 
of 
race, 
rreed or rolor. so that thev may 
send t h e i r children to private 
schools if they wish. 


AT PRESENT, 
these 
private 
schools, under Virginia laws, may 
be integrated or non-integrated as 
the private 
schools 
themselves 
may determine 
Hie state funds now being made 
available to parents give the in­ 
dividuals freedom of choice just 
as the Congress of the United 
States did when it appropriated 
money for C is to get an educa­ 
tion, and many thousands of them 
have used their tuition money in 
private or parochial as well as 
public educational institutions. 
But the 
U S. 
Department 
of 


Justice now is claiming that a 
federal court decree on 
school 
integration is being violated un­ 
less the State of Virginia closes 
all its public schools in every 
county nr somehow 
coerces 
a 
single county to reopen its public 
schools. 


To accomplish this end, the pe­ 
tition to the federal court requests 
that the parents in the county rn 
question be denied tuition grants 
by the state government. 


This action is not based on any 
court decision or 
other 
prece­ 
dent. Merely to claim that pres­ 
ent decrees on desegregation is­ 
sued by the federal courts are 
being violated is not to establish 
a rase under the Constitution. 


Indeed, 
the 
federal 
judiciary 
may in due time throw this case 
out but it is being said that in­ 
justice is being done to the par­ 
ents of the Negro children, and 
hence 
“the 
end 
justifies 
the 
means.” 


State after state admitted to 
the Union in the last century has 
been given a written guarantee 
by Congress that education would 
remain in the “exclusive control” 
of the states. 
Why, then, is Virginia 
being 
coerced? 
The answer is politics. 
It 
is 
considered good politics to win 
votes in those populous states of 
the North which gave the de­ 
cisive majority to President Ken­ 
nedy in 1960 and could conceivab­ 
ly do so again in 1964. 


THE 
ARGUMENT 
is 
hem* 
made that the Department of Jus, 
tier must seek court decrees and 
let the courts deride what is con­ 
stitutional. But it is to be noted 
that, when the parochial school 
issue came up a few weeks ago. 
President Kennedy said it would 
be unconstitutional to permit Con­ 
gress to vote funds for parochial 
schools. 
He wouldn’t even favor passage 
of the bill and let the courts de­ 
cide that one. In fact, his De­
